Mystery had surrounded the suicide. 


Though posing as a French woman it 
was recognized that the guest, who 
arrived at the hotel shortly before she 
killed herself, was 
not

French 


birth. When the lifeless body was dis- 
covered in her room every effort was 
mrde to determine her identity or to 
get some trace of her friends and ac- 
quaintances, but without success. The 
suicide was young, probably about 25 
years of age. rather slight in build and 
of prepossessing appearance. 


Identic!) With Picture. 


When nothing could be learned re- 


garding her antecedents 
the matter 


dropped from public discussion only 
to be revived today when the authori- 
ties received from Scotland Yard pho- 
tographs of Miss 
Levene, Crippen's 


typist, who disappeared from London 
on the day that the police lost track ot 
her employer. 
Those who had seen 


the body recognized in the likeness a 
remarkable similarity and directed th« 
attention of the police to the probabil- 
ity that the suicide and Miss Levene 
were the same.

Coleman 


thrust his hand quickly Into Coleman's 
pocket, where he carried. tl7 In cur- 
rency and some silver loose. Almost 
at the same instant Coleman detected 
the attempt and also grabbed for his 
own pocket. The hands of both men 
clutched the bills in Coleman's pocket, 
and when the robber withdrew his 
hand and started to run a $5 bill and 
two $1 bills were torn In twain, the 
robber escaping with the ends of the 
three bills which he had torn off in 
the struggle.

While his engagements here are al- 


most wholly of a social nature, the 
president will devote some of his time 
to work. Today he will have an Im- 
portant conference with H. C. Emery, 
chairman of the new tariff commission, 
regarding the latter'a tariff inquiries 
abroad. 


Chairman Emery devoted most of his 


study to Germany. 
The president 


hopes to have the entire commission 
meet at Severely later on, and today's 
conference was a preliminary to that 
gathering.

work of the commission and the idaa 
of putting the tariff on a scientific 
basis for the first time In the history 
of the country. The •commission and 
the probable results of Its innulrie* 
will figure prominently In the fall cam- 
paign, and the president Is anxious to 
hear of the progress thus far mad*.

HOW TO MEND TINWARE. 


We hear much of the "little leaks 


In kitchen economy which make th 
"big hole" In the household expense 
One of these little things Is the mend 
Ing of the numerous articles of tin 
ware In use In kitchens, n simple pro 
cess which is often attended with a 
great deal of inconvenience when the 
article must he sent from home for 
mending, but which the cook or house- 
keeper can easily accomplish • with a 
little practice. 
Oet a pennyworth ot muriatic acid, 


and put into it all the zinc it will dis- 
solve. 
Scraps of zinc may probably 


be secured from the oilshop. 
Then 


buy two or three pennyworths of hard 
solder 
Whenever a leak makes Its ap- 


pearance In any of the tinware, scrape 
oft any rust that may be.round it, then 
drop some of the acid upon It to clean 
it 
Cut oft a piece of the soldering and 


place it upon the hole, and hold the 
vessel over a burning lamp, or any 
flame where the leak may be exposed 


o heat until the solder melts and 
preads enough to coyer the hole. Then 
emove and hold in position until the 
older cools enough to harden. 


If it Is necessary to-mend any pnrt 


of the tinware that cannot be exposed 
o the flame or stove he*t. have an Iron 
spoon 
In which to melt the solder: 


reat the leak In the same manner a* 
to cleaning and applying the acid: 
have a poker made hot and hold it on 
the leak until the parts around are 
heated, and then pour the solder on, 
says Woman's Life. 
Our 'grandmothers used to prevent 


the wearing of the bottom.of pans and 
kettles by putting legs of pewter on 
them and we could make our tinware 
last much longer by putting legs of 
solder on all that Is not to be used on 
the stove. All that is necessary Is to 
clean a place with the acid, melt some 
solder in a spoon and pour It on slow- 


y, letting It harden- until the little 
knobs or legs are large enough to bo 
serviceable.
